Fear  not:  for  I  am  with  thee:  I  will  bring  thy 
seed  from  the  east,  and  gather  thee  from  the 
west;  I  will  say  to  the  north,  give  up;  and  to 
the  south,  keep' not  back:  bring  my  sons  from 
far,  and  my  daughters  from  the  ends  of  the 
earth. 

1  HAT  human  beings,  in  their  pre- 
lent  fallen  ftate,  a  degraded  ftate  of  ignorance, 
and  paflion,  are  not  left  to  ftruggle  through 
life,  in  a  fatherlefs,  and  abandoned  world, 
unregarded  by  Providence,  is  a  great,  and  con- 
foling  truth;  of  which,  even  unaflifted  reafon, 
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may,  in  fomc  meafure,  ferve  to  convince  us. 
We  are  not  however  left,  upon  a  fubjedl  of  fo 
much  importance  to  our  happinefs,  to  the 
dedudions  of  a  fat'ilty,  which,  noble,  and 
ufeful  as  it  is,  when  properly  applied,  is,  not- 
withttanding.  Upon  many  ^^occafions,  very  in- 
adequate, both  to  our  wants,  and  to  our  de- 
fires.  Revelation  informs  a  Chriftian,  and 
that,  in  tenrs  which  adr^:k  of  no  cavil,  that, 
**  The  eyes  of  th'  "'c <d  are  c-^ei  ?11  his 
*'  works,"  and  not  ic  c  ay,  iii  a  general  fenfe, 
but  that  *'  the  ve^y  hai*3  of  our  head  tt^,  auii- 
"  bered."  No  (ikcere  Believe^  tnerefore,  who, 
refledls,  at  this  moment,  upon  the  i  „ry  pecu- 
liar, and  Wrongly  marked  **  figns  of  the 
**  times;"  who  contemplates  the  difordered 
ftate  of  Europe,  and  of  the  globe ;  the  fuddcn 
depreffion  of  one  nation,  and  the  equally  fudden 
elevation  of  another ;  at  the  will,  apparently, 
of  a  fingle  individual;  can  avoid  confidering 
this  individual,  (of  whofe  character  and  views, 
I  fay  nothing  in  a  place  like  this,)  as  an  inftru- 
ment  in  the  hands  of  Providence,  for  the 
punifhment  of  a  guilty  race  of  men,  and  pro- 
bably alfo,  for  the  further  purpofe  of  bringing 
about  fome  fignal  fpiritual  revolution.     "  I 
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!•  will  fhake  the  nations,  and  the  dcfire  of  all 
*'  nations   (hall  coine."     When    ^«  wars,  and 
rumours  of  wars,"  are  ince/Tantly  founding  in 
our  ears,  when  we  witnefs,  almoft  every  hour, 
fome  new  convulfion,  more  aftonilhing  than 
the  laft,    we  cannot  ferioufly  meditate  upon 
thefe  things,  without  humbly  hoping  at  leafl, 
that  terrible  as  fuch  calamities  are,  in  their 
immediate  confequences,  they  may  ultimately 
tend,  to  the  enlargement  of  Chrift's  Kingdom 
upon  earth,  an  event,  for  the  completion  of 
which,  we  are  taught  by  our  blelTed  Lord,  to 
offer   up  our  daily  prayer,—-  Thy  kingdom 
-  come."     If  even  wife,  and  good  men,  were 
not  fometimes  apt,  to  repeat  this  •'  fo-m  of 
"found    words,"    without    attending   to    its 
meaning,  it  would  not  be  neceffary  for  me  to 
remark,    that   when    we    pray   that    Chrift's 
Kingdom  may  come,  we  declare  that  it  is  not 
yet  come,  but  that  we  expcdt,  and  look  for,  a 
more  perfect,  and  a  more  comprehenfive  ftate 
of  it.     There  are  very  few  men  of  piety,  and 
feeling,    who  at  fome  period  of  their  lives, 
have  not  read  with  more  than  common  plea' 
fure,  the  fublime,  and  affeding  reprefentation, 
contained  in  the  Prophecies  of  Ifaiah,  refped- 
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ing  the  future  encreafe,  and  flourifliing  condi- 
tion, of  the  Redeemer's  Church  j  and  the  glo- 
rious effedts  ariiing  from  chc  acceffion  made  to 
it,  by  the  converfion  of  the  Jews,  and  the  com- 
ing in  of  the  Gentiles.  In  the  43d.  and  60th. 
chapters  of  this  animated  writer,  the  cheer- 
ing profpcdt  is  difplayed  in  the  moft  fplendid, 
and  appropriate  imagery ;  and  the  event  itfelf 
is  anticipated  in  language  which  infpiration 
only  could  fuggeft.  "  Arife,  fhine,  for  thy 
«*  light  is  come 5 f  and  the  Gentiles  fliall  come 
**  to  thy  light,  and  Kings  to  the  brightnefs  of 
"  thy  glory."  Withcat  attempting  to  explain 
minutely,  the  various  circumftances,  fpoken 
of  in  the  infpired  pages,  as  attending  this  great 
event ;  circumftances,  which  perhaps  were  not 
intended  to  be  fully  revealed.  Without  fixing 
upon  the  precife  *'  times  and  feafons,"  which 
it  is  not  for  us  to  know:  but  which,  in  thefe 
portentous  days,  men  of  fpeculative  i-genuity, 
t)ir  of  warm  imagin^ions,  have  been  fome- 
times  induced  to  point  out,  with  almoft  pro- 
phetic con  fideiice:  we  may  venture  to  aflert, 
upon  the  unerring  authority  of  Scripture,  that 
.*•  it  is  the  will  of  God,  that  all  men  (hould 
"  come  to  the  knowledge  of  his  word;"  and 
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that  "  falvation  ihall  be  publiOicd  to  theiends 
"  of  the  earth,"  jn  h  far  greater  degr;;e  thaii 
has  hitherio  happened.     To  avail  ourftlves  of 
circumrtanccs  as  they  may  arifc,  to  co-operate 
with,  and  to  forward,  by  all  human  means, 
confiftent  with  prudence,^ this  meft  gracious 
<icfign  of  Providence,  is  the  ohjea,  and  the 
duty  of  that  venerable  Society,  the  Member*  of 
which  are  here  affembled;  and  an  obje^  more 
ttwly  pious,  more  benevolent,  more  delight- 
ful, cannot  jioffibly  engage  the  attention  of  a 
real  Chriftian.     T  ^  ftimulate  our  exertions  in 
fo  noble  a  caufc,    we  haye  the  "  more  fure 
"  word  of  Prophecy,"    which  may  ferve  to 
convince  us,  thast  our  labour  will  not  be  in 
vain.     If  therefore  o\sx  endeavours  tp  propa- 
gate the  Gofpel  of  Chrift,  had  been  hitherto, 
upon  all  occafions,  attended  with  nothing  but 
difappointment,    which   is  certainly  not  the 
cafe,  it  would  ftill  be  our  duty  to  pcrfevere. 
We  are  repeatedly,  and  ftridlly  enjoined  to  do 
fo.     "  Freely  ye  have  received,  fceej/  give." 
The  indifpenfable  nature  of  the  duty  being 
then  admitted  i  the  only  fubje^s  of  our  in- 
quiry ought  to  bej  what  is  the  moft  prudent, 
and  moft  effedual  mode,  .of  conveying  to  diftant 
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regions,  thofe  rdigious  advantages  which  we 
ourfelves  enjoy;  and  in  what  part  of  the 
world,  connected  with  the  Britifti  Empire, 
the  fpiritual  wants  of  the  inhabitants  n^ofl 
loudly  call  for  our  afliftancc.  With  refpeft  to 
the  fitft  point,  thcvwifdom  of  man  can  fuggert 
no  mode,  better  calculated  to  promote  the  im- 
portant end  in  view,  than  religious  MiiTions  -, 
and  here  it  is  hardly  neceffary  to  obferve-,  that 
every  thing  muft  depend  upon  a  wife  choice  of 
Miffionaries  :  it  is  alfo  equ^illy  clear,  that  the 
credit,  the  comfort,  the  convenience  of  fuch 
men,  when  chofen,  cannot  be  too  much  con- 
fulted. 

Our  Diviqe  Maftcr,  the  great  head  of  the 
Church,  fent  forth  his  difciples,  two,  and  two, 
to  fupport,  and  confole  each  other :  what 
ihey  did,  we  know,  and  we  know  alfo  the 
human  means  which  they  made  ufe  of  for  the 
accomplifhment  of  their  miifion ;  for  mira- 
cles were  not,  upon  all  occafions,  reforted  to. 
By  prudence,  by  difcretion,  by  mildnefs,  by 
forbearance,  by  engaging  manners,  they  con- 
ciliated the  afFeaion,  and  foftened  the  :pre. 
judices  of  gainfayers.  They  were  f*  gentle 
*•  unto  all  men  i  in  mccknefs  inflruding  thofe 
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who  oppofed  themfelvcs ;"  and  above  al], 
they  recommended  their  preaching  by  the  moil 
powerful  of  all  arguments,  the  argameni  of  an. 
irreproachable  life.     We  hear  of  no  vifionarv 
raptures,  no  -violent  agitations,  no  enthufiaftic 
freaks.    A  calm,  fober,  well  regulated  piety; 
an  unafFec»:€d  fimplicity,  and  kindnefs,  were  the 
charadleril'tic  marks  of  thefe  apoftoKcal  Mif- 
fionaries.     Individuals  of  the  jirefent  age,   who 
undertake  the  meritorious,  but  arduous  tafk,  of 
coir.municat>  >  to  thofe  who  fif:  in  darknefs, 
the  light  o.  ;;evelation ;  if  they  wifh  to  obtain 
the  fame  fuccefs,  muft  folio  at  the  fame  plan,- 
the  model  cannot  be  too  much  ftudied,  or  too 
clofely  copied.     Had  ^his  been  uniformly  done, 
wefhould  not  now  have  to  regret,  that  the  ;ifForts 
made  at  various  times,  and  in  various  plices, 
to  propagate  Chriftianity,  have,  by  no  means! 
anfwered  the  reafonable  expeaations  C/f  all  good 
men.     The  two  principal  caufes  of  a  failure' 
fo  much  to  be  lameizied,  I  {hall  point  out 
without  referve ;  but  with  a  due  deference  to 
the  judgment  of  thofe>  who  have  paid  the  fame 
attention  to  the  fubjed,  which  I  have  myfelf 
beftowed    upon    it.      On;;   of   thefe    caufes, 
and  a  v^ry  confiderable  ope,  i,,  u'ut  marked 
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difrefpcdt  for  the  charader,  and  office,  of  a 
Miffionary,  which  prevails  alike,  in  the  bufy, 
and  in  the  fashionable  world  :  the  bad  efFedt  of 
a  prejudice  fo  ill  founded,  and  of  treatment  fo 
unmerited,  cannot  but  be,  in  the  firfl  place, 
to  leffen  the  number  of  Miffionaries,  or  at 
leaft  of  thofe  Miffionaries  who  are  properly 
qualified  for  the  arduous  tafk  which  they  have 
to  perform :  and  in  proportion  as  perfons  of 
this  dsefcriptipn  become  few,  it  is  to  be  feared, 
that  men  of  a  far  difierent  charadber  will  pr^fs 
forward :  men,  I  mean,  either  of  ruined  for- 
tunes, who  are  not  likely  to  be  always  actuated 
h^  thofe  pure  motives,  which  can  alone  carry 
them  fttccefsfully  through  the  many  obftacles 
which  they  muft  have  to  encounter  j  or  ovcu:- 
heated  fanatics,  who,  to  ufc  the  expreffion  of 
a :  bright  *  luminary  of  the  Church,  are  con- 
^ntly  **  ready  for  any  Spiritual  Enterprise, 
**  and  never  fitted  for  it."  To  obviate  the 
various  inconveniences,  and  the  inevitable 
difappoi-ntment,  which  muft  arife  from  em- 
ploying rtien  fo  little  able  to  promojte  the 
true  intcrcii,  either  of  Religion,  or  of  Govern- 
ment: 


*  See  Appendix,  Note  a. 
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ment  r  every  ciFort,  both  public,  and  private, 
fhould  be  made,  to  render  the  younger  part  of 
the  Clergy,  more  ambitious  than  they  naw 
feem  to  be,  of  this  high  office ;  an  office,  which 
our  bleffcd  Lord  came  down  from  Heaven  to 
execute.  The  tranfcendent  dignity,  and  im- 
portance  of  it,  cannot  therefore  be  reprefcnted 
in  colours  too  ilrong  i  nor  can  any  commen- 
dation be  too  warm>  or  any  reward  which  a 
Society  like  this  can  offer,  too  liberal,  for 
individuals  who,  regardlefs  of  thofc  obj^da 
of  worldly  honours,  and  advantage,  which  we 
are  all  of  us  too  eager  for,  devote  their  lives 
to  the  godlike  work  of  "  turning  many  to 
"  righteoufnefs."  Ignorant  indeed,  and  felf- 
fufficient,  muft  that  Minifter  of  the  Gofpel  be, 
however  high  in  rank,  who  does  not  feel 
the  infignificance,  the  nothingnefs  of  his  owu 
fervices  to  the  Church  of  Chrift,  when  com- 
pared with  the  labours  of  a  *  Brainerd  in 
America,  or  of  that  great  modern  apofle  of 
the  Eaft;  the  aftive,  the  pious,  the  judicious, 
the  difinterefted  f  Schwartz.  Much  remains 
to  be  done,  before  we  can  reafonably  hope  to 
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fee  again  fuch  exalted  charaaers  as  thefe; 
cfpecially  in  times,  of  which,  a  lukewarm  in- 
difFerenee  to  religion,  on  one  hand  -,  or  a  nar- 
row bigotry,  and  an  unenlightened  cnthufiafm 
on  the  other,  arc,  in  general,  as  it  appears  to 
me,  the  prominent  features. 

A  fecond  caufe  which  impedes  the  advance- 
ment of  the  knowledge  of  God*s  word,  and  will, 
among  the  Heathen,  is,  the  ill-judged  mode  of 
proceeding,  which  is  too  frequently  purfued  by 
Miffionaries,  in  their  well-meant  endeavours  to 
propagate  Chriftianity.  They  are  apt  to  begin  at 
the  wrong  end  :  they  forget  that  civilization,  to 
a  certain  degree  at  leafl,  ought,  in  all  cafes,  to 
precede  religious  inftrudionj  or  the  influence  of 
the  latter  will  be  tranfient  and  evanefcent.     It 
has  been  well  faid,  that  •*  *  the  M^-rchant  muft 
pave  the  way  for  the  Miffionary."     An  eafy, 
familiar,  confidential  intercourfe,  once  eflab- 
lifhcd  by  the  former,  cannot  fail  of  producing 
a  very  confiderable  effed;  efpecially  when  this 
intercourf©  is  improved,   and  confirmed,   by 
thofe  frank  manners,   that  elevated   fenfe  of 
probity,  that  kind  benevolence,  that  inflexible 
integrity,  which  are   the  diftinguifljing  cha- 
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heexpreffion,  of  the  Prophet    J.JZ 
«>  the  trueft  fenfeof  ,he  word    "  tt  H  '

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good  can  be  done  by  any  Teacher.     A  want  pt 
attention  to  thefe  obvious  remarks,  has  ren- 
dered the  laudable  attempts  of  many  excellent 
individuals,  as  well   as   of  this  Society,  and 
others  of  the  fame  kind,  for  the  promotion  of 
Chriftian  Knowledge  in  Foreign  Parts  i  far  lefs 
fuccefsful,  than  they   would   otherwife  have 
been.     It  would  be  no  difficult  matter  to  il- 
luftrate  the  truth  of  this  aflertion,  by  an  ap- 
peal to  the  Hiftory  of  Religious  Miffions,  for 
fome  years  paft ;  but  the  tafk  would  be  invi- 
dious, and  it  may  perhaps  be  a  more  ufeful,  as 
it  certainly  is,  a  more  agreeable  employment, 
to  propofe  models  for  imitation,  rather  than  to 
dwell  upon  examples,  which,  in  fome  points 
of  view  at  leaft,  ought  to  be  avoided.     The 
plan,  and  condud  of  the  Jefuits  in  Paraguay, 
(as  far,  I  mean,  as  the  fubjedt  now  under  con- 
fideration  is  concerned,)  their  prudence,  their 
affiduity,  their  ftrenuous,  but  "fober  zeal,  in  the 
profecution  of  the  great  objed  at  which  they 
aimed,  are  worthy  of  our  higheft  commcnda- 
tiqn :  nor  are  the  humanity,  the  enlightened 
piety,  the  indefatigable  induftry,  of  '*  *  the  So- 
ciety  of  Friends,"  who  are  at  this  moment 

exerting 
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exerting  their  endeavours  in  North  America, 
"  to  promote  the  improvement,  and  civiliza-' 
tion  of  the  Indian  natives/'   Icfs  entitled  to 
our  praife.     Jf  the  fame  wife  meafures  were 
adopted  by  Chriftians  of  all  denominations, 
and  fteadily  perfevered  in,  I  ihould  not  defpair 
of  hearing,  and  at  no  diAant  period,  that  thou- 
fands  of  Savages,  who  now  "  live  without  God 
in  the  world,-  were  crowding  daily  around 
their  pious  inilruaor,  addrciTing  him  in  the 
language  of  the  moft  fui,iime,  and  the  moil 
religious,  of  all  Pocts^ 

"  Tell  me,  how  I  may  know  Hini,  how  adore.*' 

It  now  only  remains  for  me  to  point  out,  in 
what    Quarter  of  the    Globe,    the    Sniritual 
wdnts  of  the  inhabitants,  call  moft  lo4ily  for 
the  pious  affiftance  of  this  Incorporated  So- 
ciety.     And  here,  it  arikes  me  very  forcibly 
that  there  is  not  on  the  face  of  the  eaith,  any 
country,  to   which,   from  tvtt^  principle  of 
duty,  of  charity,  and  alfo  of  gratittide,  we  arc 
fo  much  bound,  both   as  Chriftiane,  and  as 
Englifhmcn,  to  impart   the   bleffings  of  the 
Gofpel,  (as  far  I  mean  as  the  terms  of  <yur 
Charter  allow  u^)  as  to  the  wid«  ^d  pcpu. 
lous. region  of  Britilh  India,     Nor  is 'there 
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any  country  which  (lands  more  in  need  of 
thefe  bleffings  ;  or  where  they  would  be  more 
readily  received  :  if  Miffionaries  were  care- 
fully feleded,  and  fent  out,  whofe  talents,  and 
difpofition  of  mind,  qualify  them  for  fo  im* 
portant  an  errand.  Men,  I  mean,  who  have 
acquired  fomewhal  more  knowledge  of  hutnan 
nature,  than  books  alone  can  afford  us ;  men, 
who,  in  confequcnce  of  mixing,  to  a  certain 
degree,  in  the  active  fcenes  of  practical  life, 
have  been  taugljit  to  refped  the  various  opi- 
nions, habits,  cuftoms,  and  even  the  preju- 
dices of  their  fellow  creatures,  of  whatever  re- 
ligious perfuafion — men,  in  (hort,  who  "giv- 
ing all  diligence"  unite  with  piety,  and  zeal, 
that  difcretion,  moderation,  temper,  kindnefs, 
and  patience,  without  which  an  attempt  to 
**  add  daily  to  the  Church  fuch  as  believe," 
mufl,  in  every  country  alike,  prove  fruitlefs, 
an4  unavailing.  At  all  events^  however,  we 
ought  to  perfevere  with  fobriety  and  judgment, 
in  an  i^ndertaking  fo  truly  Chriftian,  and  fo 
very  important;  and  not  to  fay  with  ftipinc 
indifference,'  *'  Ephraim  is  joined  with  idols, 
let  him  alone."  • 

I  have 
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I  have  obferved,  and  I  think  juftly,   that  if 
we  had  no  other  motive,  gratitude  alone  fliould 
prompt  us  to  propagate,  (as  far  as  we  can  ju- 
dicioufly  do  fo),  through  our  immenfe  Eaftcrn 
territories,  the  great  truths  of  Revelation.     It 
is    well  known,  that   the   lucrative   trade  of 
India,    was,    for  many   years,    the  principal 
objea:    of    Holland,    Spain,     and     Portugal. 
England,    by    its    adivity,    enterprize,    and 
fpirit,  has  carried  away  the  prize:  a  prize  by 
which  not  only  many  refpedable  individuals 
have  been  enriched;  but  the  public  alfo  has 
been  enabled  to  make  thofe  unparalelled  ex- 
ertions, which  we  have  all  witneffed.     Surely 
we  owe  fome  return  to  this  country  for  thefc 
worldly  advantages,    and   fome  compenfation 
alfo  for  having  introduced,  (or  at  leaft  much 
encreafed)  the  horrors  of  war,  among  the  moil 
harmlefs,    quiet,  unoffending  race  of  beings, 
in  the  univerfe.     And  what  more  noble,  what 
more   glorious    compenfation    can   we   make 
them,  than  an  offer  of  "  the  Gofpel  of  Peace." 

There  are  who  tell  us,  and  thefe  too,  men, 
whofe  authority,  and  talents,  entitle  them  to 
great  refpedj  that  the  attachment  of  the 
Hindoos   to   their   fuperflitious    tenets,  is  fo 
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ftl"ohg,  a*  t6  render  every  effort  to  introduce 
ChHftlalilty  artiOrtg  them,  abfolutely  impracti- 
cable. A  very  elegant  writer,  in  his  ♦  "  Dif- 
quifition  cbncething  anHent  India,"  obferves, 
that  "  to  convert,  or  to  be  converted,  are 
**  ideas,  equally  repugnant  to  the  principles 
'*  moft  deeply  rooted  in  the  mind  of  an 
"  Hindbb  :-^and  that  what  is  now  in  India, 
**  always  was,  and  is  likely  tb  continue." 
The  faiftc  opinion  is  entertained,  and  enforced, 
ivith  great  perfpicuity,  and  plaufibility  of  ar*i« 
gurtient,  by  the  authors  of  a  very  popular,  and 
well  condudted  publication,  in  an  article  relat- 
ing to  •{•  Indian  Miffions ;  the  writer  of  this 
article  aflerts,  "  That  there  is  not  the  fmalleft 
**  profpeft  of  fuccefs  in  our  Pltempt  to  con- 
**  vert  the  Hindoos  j-^that  there  is  much  dan- 
ger iii  making  the  attempt  j-^and  that  pro- 
bably the  cronverlion  of  an  Hindoo  will 
*'  never  be  more  than  nominal/*  In  anfwer 
to  thefe  difcouraging  reprefentations,  the  fol- 
lowing fa6:s,  and  obfervations,  appear  to  me, 
deferving  of  fome  attention.  In  the  firft  place, 
it  is,  I  think,  clearly  revealed  to  us,  in  Scrip- 
ture, that  ibGner>  or  later,  "  The  Kingdoms 
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"  of  tkig  world,  wiii  become  the  Kingdom  of 
•*  our  Lord,  and  of  his  Chrift^  and  that  his 
••  Father  will  give  him  the  Heathen  for  hi« 
**  inheritancef,    and  die  utmoft  parts  of  th« 
'^  earth  for  his  poffeflion."     In  the  next  places

It    ha«    feeen  thought    by    naany,    that    the 
'Gofpei  was  preached  to  the  Hiadoos  daring 
die  time  of  the  Apoftles :  how  far  this  is  true, 
I  (hall  not  decide  J    but  moO:  certainly,    the 
Chrifftians  of  St.  Thomas  «xifted  in  Malabar. 
in  the  earlieft  ages  of  the  Church.     The  Pri- 
mate of  India  was  prefcnt  at  the  Council  of 
J^ice :  a  colony  of  Syrian  Chriftians  was  fet- 
tled in  that  country  in  the  Mth  century:  and 
in  thetufith  ^nd  tenth  trenturies,  the  number 
of  Chriilians  there,  was  very  large :  and  there 
are^  «t  this  moment,  on  rfie  coaft  of  Malabar, 
upward  of  one  hundred  and   Mty  thoufand 
natives,  who  profefs  the  religion  of  Chrift :

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the  churches  alfo  are  numerous,  and  fome  of 
them,  as  we  are  informed  by  a  modern  travel' 
ler*,  very  beautiful  buildings.  Notwithftand- 
ing  all  this,  we  areflill  told,  that  Chriftianity 
cannot  be  propagated  among  the  Hindoos. 
The  inftitution  of  cq/les,  prefents,  it  feems, 
an  infuperable  bar  to  any  attempt  of  this  kind : 
and  yet,  there  are  an  hundred  different  caftes 
among  the  natives :  and  in  no  part  of  the 
world  is  there  fuch  a  variety  of  opinions  on 
religious  fubjeds,  as  in  Hindoodan.  But  the 
lower  clafles,  it  is  urged,  receive  with  unhefi- 
tating  aflcnt,  any  tenets,  however  abfurd;  and 
adhere  to  them  with  inflexible  obftinacy :  and 
do  not  the  bulk  of  mankind  in  all  countries, 
ait  in  the  fame  manner  ?  and  they  do  fo,  with- 
out that  mJldnefs  of  character,  that  gentlenefs 
of  temper,  that  teachable,  humble  difpQiitiqi^t, 
which,,  ar?,  in  degree  at;  leaft,  pecujiar  tOj^^n 
HindoQ,  and  are  moft  afluredly,  the  Jj^ft  -ingre- 
dients in .  the,  charanSter  pf  -  any;  ^^an^f  .and  bjcft 
prepare  arid  qualify  bio^  for;  the  ii^c^e^ptijan  (pf

And  as  the  Society 
generally  receive  from  their  Miffionaries  ac- 
counts of  their  proceedings,  and  of  the  ftate 
of  their  feveral  Miflions,  it  is  thought  proper 
to  publifli  the  following  Abftrad  of  fuch 
informations  as  were  received  ^fom  the  Mif- 
fionaries in  the  year  1809.

One  letter  has  been  received  from  Mr.  Har- 
ries, Miillonary  at  St.  John's,  which  bore  (kte 
November  20,  1 809,  wherein  he  gave  a  fad 
account  of  his  health,  which  had  then  rendered 
him  incapable  of  performing  Divine  Service. 
He  vifited  the  Out-Ports  in  the  fumm«rj  and' 
in  the  courfe  of  the  year  baptized  loi,  mar- 
ried 36  cou^ic,  i.nd  buried  196.  The  Com- 
munica»its  were  encreeiiing  faft. — Since  which, 
the  Society  have  to  lament  the  death  of  this 
diligent  and  exemplary  Miffionafy,  which  hap- 
pened on  the  22d  of  January  laft. 

The  Rev.  Mr  Anfpach,  Miffionary  at  Harbor 
Grace  and  Carboneer,  has  acknowledged  the 
receipt   of  a  large   and    feafonable    fupply   of 
Religious  Books,  which  have  been  very  accep- 
table   to   the   poor  in   the  different  diftrids, 
which  he  has  vifited  as  ufual,  with  theadditioa 
of  B.  y  de  Verds.     Kc  Aayed  with  the  people 
of  thit  place  fix  days,  promifed  to  fend  them 
fome  Books,  and  advifed  them  to  meet  regu- 
larly on  Sundays,  which  they  have  fince  done. 
His  year's  Notitia  flands  thus :  Baptiiins  ^^  1 
Marriages  24;    Buriils  21  -,    23  children  have' 
attended  the  Sunday  School  J  rind  i4perfons  have 
been  added  to  theCommunicaats.    During  L^nt 
he  read  prayers   twice  a  week-  and  evpru  Hav 
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in  Paffion  Week,  after  which  he  delivered 
appropriate  difcourfes,  which  were  well  at- 
tended. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Clinch,  Miflionary  at  Tri- 
nitjy,  has  informed  the  Society  that  no  material 
alteration  has  taken  place  in  his  Miflion,  which 
continues  to  flourifli.  His  Notitia  is,  as  fol- 
lows: Baptifms  i  Adult  and  67  Infants;  Mar- 
riages 1 3  couph ;  Burials  II.  Communicants 
39.  That  Mr.  Thomas,  the  School-mailer  at 
Silly  Cove,  had  thirty  fcholars  during  the 
winter  feafon,  feveral  of  whom  were  able  to 
join  in  the  refpbnfes  at  Church,  and  to  fay 
their  Catechifm.

The  Society  have  been  favoured  with  feveral 
letters  in  the  courfe  of  the  }ear,  from  the 
Bifhop  of  Nova  Scotia,  with  refped  to  changes 
in  feme  of  the  Miflions  and  Schools,  occafioned 
by  deaths,  and  removals,  and  othef  caufes. — 
The  Bifhop  vifited  New  Brunfwick  laft  fum- 
mer,  and  expreffes  himfelf  well  fatisfied  with 
the  condud:  of  the  Society's  Miffionaries  in 
that  province. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Stanfcr,  MIffionary  at  Hali- 
fax,  has  acquainted  the  Society  that  he  is  now 

well 
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well  fettled  in  the  ne^v  Reaory  Houfc ;  and 
has  juft  received  another  inftance  of  the  regafd 
and  affe(5tion  of  his  parifhioners  by  an  unani- 
mous vote  at  their  annual  meeting  at  Mi.-hael- 
mas  laft,  to  grant  him  a  fum  fufficient  to  pay 
for  every  article  in  it  which  could  in  Ly 
Ihape  be  deemed  a  fixture.  In  the  laft  half- 
year,  he  baptifed  8  Adults  and  ic  Infants- 
married  50  couple;  and  buried  ^Z- 

The  Rev  Mr.  Willoughby,  Miffionarj  a: 
Windfor,  mforms  the  Society  that  there  is  no 
material  alteration  in  his  Miffion.  That  the 
Grammar  School  and  College  are  on  the  en^ 
creals,  and  the  Profeffors  and  Students  attend 
fervice  at  the  Parochial  Church.  His  Notitia 
Irom  April  14  to  December  27,  1809,-  is: 
liaptifmsij;  Marriages  5  J  Burials  6. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Cochran,  Officiating  Mini- 
fter  at  Newport  and  Falmouth,  in  his  letter  of 
X  D.i''4»  1809,  writes,  that  in  March  laft, 
thQ  BiOiop  of  Nova  Scotia  committed  to  his 
care  Newport  and  Falmouth,  and  alfo  Rawdon 
until  a  proper  perfon  Cau  be  found  to  refide 
there.  Since  which  time,  he  has  officiated  by 
rotation  at  thofe  three  Townships,  of  which 
he  gives  this  account.  That  the  Congrega- 
tion at  Rawdon  is  numerous ;  but  a  great  pro-

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lax  notions  what  the  Church  is.  Since  Mr. 
King's  removal,  a  Baptift  Preacher  took  up 
his  abode  in  the  Townfhip,  Ind  laboured  an 
whole  winter  moft  induftrioully  to  draw  away 
the  Congregation,  and  in  fome  inftances  with 
fuGcefs :  but  few  however  have  fubmitted  to 
he  rebaptized — the  reft,  by  God's  blefting,  he 
hopes  may  yet  be  recovered.  In  Falmouth  he 
finds  hut  few  families  who  adhere  to  the 
Church.  He  derives  moft  fatisfadion  from 
Newport.  Although  the  Baptifts  are  numer- 
ous trhere,  yet  the  Congregation  is  not  incon- 
fiderable.  The  Ch\ireh,  which  was  negkvfted 
during  ten  or  twelve  years,  has  becft  lately 
repaired,  and  now  only  wants  paliniing  on 
theQUtfideand  pews  within,  which  will  foon 
be  accoiJipliflied.  ^n  the  laft  fix  month*, 
he  has  baptized  i  Adult  and  i8  Infants. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Viets,  Mi-ftionary  at  Digby, 
expreiTes  his  thanks  to  the  Society  for  their 
frequent  fupplies  of  th€  beft  Books,  which 
counteraft  the  effect  of  infidel  and  enthufiaftic 
publications  that  are  induftrioully  obtruded 
upon  his  people.  He  fpeaks  well  of  both  the 
Society's  Schools  in  his  Miflion.  His  year's 
Notitia  ftands  thus :  Baptifms  40  white  Infants 
and  5  Adults— 8  black  Infants  and  i  Adult ; 
Marriages  i  o  white  couple  and  3  bla^k ;  Bu- 
rials 22.  Comniufiicants  29  whites  and  % 
blacks.

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Mr.  Wilwall,  Miffionary  at  Wilmot,  repre- 
fents  that  his  Church  is  in  a  mcM'c  profperous 
way  than  before,  and  better  attended.  That 
Mr.  Cropley  refigned  the  School  in  April  laftj 
fince  which  Mr.  Auguftus  WilJoughby,  a 
very  fit  perfon,  has  undertaken  it,  whom  Mr. 
Wilwall  therefore  recommends  to  the  bociety 
who  have  accordingly  adopted  him.  That  he  ex- 
pefts  foon  to  receive  from  Government  a  grant 
of  400  acres  of  land,  contiguous  to  the  Glebe 
for  the  fole  benefit  of  a  School-mafter  of  the 
Church  of  England  in  truft  to  the  Rcdor  and 
Churchwardens  of  the  parifh  of  Wilmot. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Shreve,  Miffionary  at  Lunen- 
burg, in  his  letter  of  December  31,  1809,  is 
happy  to  fay,  that  the  Church  in  that  place  ftiU 
cpnunues  to  encreafe.  That  hi  parifhioners 
defire  to  return  their  fincen  th^/^ks  to  the 
Society  for  the  appointment  01  Mrs.  BreyzU 
hus  as  School-miilrefs  there.  She  has  given 
great,  fatisfadipn  by  her ,  atiention  to  her 
charge,  which  confifts  of  more  than  twenty 
children,  who  are  catechized  at  Church  on 
Sunday  Afternopns  during  the.  fummer  feafon. 
His  Notitia  for  the  year  1809  is,  as  follows  :

The  Rpy,  Mr.  Codit,  Miffionary  at  Yar- 

acquaints 
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acquaints  the  Society,  that  in  the  preceding 
half  year,  he  baptized  i  Adult  and  8  Infants  5 
married  3  couple;  and  buried  i.  Communi- 
cants 28.  That  the  new  Church  is  compleat- 
cd  on  the  outfide,  and  makes  a  very  good  ap- 
pearance at  fea,  being  placed  on  a  moft  eligible 
hill.  The  people  have  not  yet  contributed  any 
thing  towards  his  fupport;  nor  can  he  cxpedt 
it  until  the  Church  is  finiflicd. 

No  letter  has  been  received  from  Mr.  Row- 
land, Miffionary  at  Shelburne;  or  Mr.  Per- 
kins, the  newly  appointed  Miffionary  at  An- 
napolis and  Clements. 

The  Society  have  agreed  to  allow  Four  Stu- 
dents in  Divinity  at  King's  College,  Windfor, 
(with  preference  to  fons  of  Miffionarics)  ^30 
a  year  each,  during  the  term  of  feven  years; 
fmce  which  Mr.  Hibbert  Binney,  and  Mr. 
Thomas  Twining,  fon  of  the  Miffionary  at 
Cape  Breton,  have  been  recommended  by  the 
Bifliop  as  proper  objcds  for  this  bounty. 

New  Brunfwick. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Pidgeon,  Miffionary  at  Fre- 
deridon,  has  the  fatisfadlion  to  acquaint  the 
Society,  that  his  Congregation  is  now  numer- 
ous and  refpedtable,  and  a  confidcrable  addi- 
tion   has  been    made  to    thft  f^^.*

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He  laments  that  he  cannot  give  as  favourable 
an  account  of  the  ftate  of  Religion  in  the 
neighbouring  PariOies,  particularly  in  thofe 
between  Fredevidon  and  Woodaock.  Their 
zeal  for  Religion  and  their  wifh  to  have  a 
Clergyman  of  the  Eflablifhed  Church  amon^ 
them  have  not  abated  ^  but  their  means,  not! 
withftanding  their  utmofl  exertions,  are  not

He  continues  to  officiate  as  for- 
merly  at  Springfield  and  Hampton.  His  Pa- 
ri(h  encreafes,  and  the  Congregation  has  been 
in  general  more  numerous  than  formerly  The 
Communicants  alfo  encreafe.

The  Rev.  Mr  Clarke,  Miffionary  at  Gage 
Town  has  thepleafure  to  inform  the  Society, 
that  the  Church  is  in  a  flouriihing  ilate,  and 
the  people  are  more  attentive  to  relirnous 
duties    than   heretofore.     Since   the   30th  of

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January,  1809,  to  the  19th  of  Odober  laft, 
the  date  of  his  letter,  the  Baptifms  have  been 
1 1  Adults  and  35  Infants  j  Marriages  9  couple; 
Burials  3. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Arnold,  Miflionary  at  Suffex 
Vale  and  Norton,  in  his  letter  of  the  2d  of 
October  laft,  has  acquainted  the  Society,  that 
although  fome  few  inconfiderable  difficulties 
have  arifen,  yet  in  general  his  people  go  on 
quietly,  and  the  Church  gradually  encreafes, 
to  which  new  Comnriunicants  are  added  every 
year.  That  the  Bifhop  has  lately  confirmed 
in  his  Parifli  11^  perfons. — The  inhabitants  of 
Norton  are  making  preparations  to  build  a 
fmall  Church ;  for  which  purpofe  their  fub- 
fcriptions  already  amourit  to  ^£'130.  His  No- 
titia  for  the  laft  year,  from  Michaelmas  to 
Michaelmas,  is,  Baptifms  28;  Marriages  18  ^ 
Burials  only  3.  Communicants  76.  He  re- 
quefts  fome  Bibles,  Prayer- Books,  and  Reli- 
gious Tra<fts  for  the  poor  of  his  Parifti,  and 
the  neighbouring  Settlements;  which  the 
Society  have  ordered  for  him. 

Upper  and  Lower  Canada. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Stuart,  Miflionary  at  Kingfton, 
in  a  letter  of  July  26,  1809,  has  acquainted  the 
Society,  that  the  perfon  whom  he  hac  recom- 
mended to  be  a  Reader  at  the  Mohawk  Chapel 
is  dead;  but,  with  the  univerfai  confent  of  the 

Mohawks, 
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Mohawks,  he  has  employed  another  to  perform 
that  duty.  That  he  has  not  been  able  to  find 
a  proper  Mafter  for  the  School. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Langhorn.Miffionary  atErneft. 
tranfmits  this  Notitia  for  the  laft  half  year: 
Baptifms  30 ;  Marriages  6  ;  Burials  2.  That 
he  continues  his  ufual  courfe  of  duty. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Addifon,  Miffionary  at  Niagara, 
informs  the  Society,  that  fmce  his  laft  the 
Baptifms  have  been  97;  Marriages  lo;  Bu- 
rials 13.  At  his  laft  vifit  to  the  Indians  he- 
baptized  upwards  of  50.  He  trufts  .that  his 
labour  is  not  quite  in  vain. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Strachan,  Miffionary  at  Corne- 
wall,  writes,  that  a  gallery  has  been  added  to 
the  Church,  and  he  expeds  that  a  Glebe  of 
70  acres  will  be  allotted  to  that  Parifh.  He 
went  up  to  Augufta  (half  way  to  Kingfton) 
in  Auguft  laft,  and  preached  to  a  numerous 
Congregation. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Cotton,  MifTionary  at  Dun- 
ham, acknowleges  in  his  letter  of  the  3d  of 
Oa:ober,  1 809,  the  receipt  of  a  box  of  Books 
from  the  Society,  and  tenders  the  thanks  of 
himfelf  and  his  pariftiioners  for  that  valuable 
prefcnt.     He  trufts  in  God  that  thofe   good

^  The  Rev.  Mr.  Bradford,  Miilionary  at  Wil- 
liam Henry,  has  acquainted  the  Society  that  he 
removed  with  his  family  from  Chatham  to 
that  place  on  the  ift  of  June,  1808;  fmce 
which  time  to  the  ift  of  June,  1809,  there 
have  been  11  Baptifms  j  4  Marriages ;  and  1 1 
Burials.  He  has  catechized  the  children  every 
other  Sunday.  The  Bifhop  confirmed  32  per- 
fons  in  his  Parifh  laft  fummer. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Stewart,  Miffionary  at  St. 
Amand,  exprefles  his  thanks  to  the  Society  for 
their  handfome  prefent  of  Prayer  Books,  Bibles, 
and  Teftaments  i  which  he  aflures  them  he  can 
diftribute  to  very  good  advantage.  Through 
the  grace  of  God,  he  has  every  reafon  to  be 
fatisfied  with  the  ftate  of  the  Church  in  his 
MifTion,  fpeaking  in  general  terms.  The  Bifhop 
of  Quebec  vifited  his  Parifh  in  Auguft  laft ; 
when  he  preached,  and  confirmed  about  60 
perfons.  A  new  Church  has  been  built  (which 
is  ^^  feet  long  and  39  wide)  at  the  Eaftern  part 
of  his  Million.  It  was  opened  on  the  29th 
of  January,  1809,  when  the  day  being  fine, 
there  was  a  Congregation  of  a  thoufand  per- 
fons.

fent,  think  it  proper  to  publifh  the  followins 
more  full  account  than  what  appears  in  the 
general  Annual  Abftraa  of  their  Proceedings. 

The  Colonies  to  which  the  Society  fend  out 
Miffionanes  are  thefe  following  :  Newfound- 
land Nova  Scotia,  New  Brunfwick,  Upper 
and  Lower  Canad-a.

age  xiouie  erected,  and  a  iubfcription  enteVed 

into 
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into  by  the  people  themfelves,  or  fuch  En- 
gagements made  as  may  induce  the  Society  to 
eftabliih  a  Miflion  before  they  are  compleated  ; 
but  where  the  people  have  failed  in  the  per- 
formance, the  Miflionary  has  been  removed  to 
another  ftation. 

Upon  the  opening  of  a  new  Miflion,  the 
Society  grant  a  yearly  Salary  of  £^o.  After- 
wards, it  is  increafed  or  diminiflied  according 
as  circumftances  may  feem  to  require,  the 
Glebe  lands  being  in  fbme  places  of  more 
value  than  in  others.  Half  a  year's  Salary  is 
advanced  to  each  Miflionary  upon  his  going 
abroad,  and  an  allowance  made  towards  the 
charge  of  the  voyage,  generally  about  £'^0, 

Befides  this,  great  aid  has  been  afFordcdby 
Government  towards  carrying  on  the  pious 
defigns  of  the  Society,  m  the  Province  of 
Nova  Scotia  thirteen  Miflionaries  now  enjoy 
an  annual  Salary  from  Go\'^rnment  of  £jq  or 
^75.  In  New  Brunfwick  eight  Miflionaries 
have  «£ioo  a  year  each.  To  the  Miflionary 
at  Cape  Breton  Xioo  a  year  is  allotted.  And 
to  five  Miflionaries  in  Newfoundland  £z^o  a 
year,  with  fome  allowance  of  ratios,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  Society's  Salary  of  £\oo. 

The  Miflionaries  in  Canada  have  each  of 
them  an  annual  Salary  of  £100  from  Govern- 
ment, and  no  one  has  lefs  than  <£50  from 
the  Society.  The  other  growing  advantages 
from  Gkbe,  Subfcription,  and  other  Contin- 
gencies, 
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gencies,  cannot  be  accurately  ftated,  as  they 
muft  be  fubjedt,  from  many  caufcs,  to  varia- 
tion and  uncertainty,  and  will  be  governed  in 
fome  refpe^s  by  the  abilities  of  the  people, 
held  "^^^^"^^  '"  ^^^^^  ^^e  MifTionary  is 

In  addition  to  this,  it  fhould  be  obferved, 
that  the  Society,  ever  attentive  to  the  neceffi- 
ties  of  their  Miffionaries,  have  been  accui- 
turned  as  occafions  have  required,  to  reward 
the  diligent  for  any  extraordinary  fervicp-  and 
to  alleviate  the  diflrelTes  of  thofe  who  have 
been  afflided  with  ficknefs,  or  fuftained  any 
unforefeen  loiTes  or  calamities,  by  pecuniary 
Oratuities.  ^ 

There  is  alfo  fome  provifion,  from  an  accu- 
mulation on  a  Legacy  of  Archbifhop  Tenifon 
(the  annual  intereA  of  which  now  amounts  to 
nearly  ^300)  for  "  fuch  Miffionaries,  bein? 
••  Englishmen,  and  of  the  Province  of  Ca?itej^ 
"  imrz/,  as  have  been  by  unavoidable  acci- 
*'  dents,  ficknefs,  or  other  infirmities  of  the 
•'  body,  or  old  age,  difabled  from  the  per- 
formance of  their  duties,  and  forced  to  re- 
"  turn  to  England."  Three  Miffionaries  have 
lately  enjoyed  the  benefit  of  it. 

Thcfe,  with  fome  other  occafional  advan- 
tages, are  the  encouragements  held  out  by  the 
bociety  to  fuch  pious  and  well  difpofed  Cler- 
gymen as  are  willing  to  enter  into  their  fer- 
vice. 
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*^  The  Society  taking  into  their  ferious  con- 
fideration  the  abfolute  neceffity  there  is,  that 
thofe  Clergymen,  who  are  fent  abroad,  fhould 
be  duly  qualified  for  the  work  to  which  they 
are  appointed,  defire  every  one,  who  recom- 
mends anj  pe^fon  to  them  for  that  purpofe, 
to  teftify  his  knowlege,  as  to  the  following 
particulars :

And  the  Society  requeft  all  perfons  concerned, 
that  they  recommend  no  man  out  of  favour  or 
affeiSlion,  or  any  other  worldly  confideratlon,  but 
with  a  fincere  regard  to  the  honour  of  Alraighty 
GoD,  and  our  blefled  Saviour  ;  as  they  tender 
the  intereft  of  the  Chriftian  Religion,  and  the 
good  of  mens  fouls.
